There ia a feature in the ease 
that Dr. Clark, the writer of the 
article, leaves out but that goes to 
atrengthen the possibility of his 
tboory.

Had tile Jews who oruoiied him 
been convinced that he was dead, 
they would have been indifferent 
as to what was done with hia body 
after death. Or il the leadera among 
them liad felt any of the eompaeaion 
for Jesua that nis innocent and 
touching history would have 
awakened in almost any heart, 
however bigoted religiously, it 
taems quite pkoaable that they 
would have supmmaid any doubt 
lhaltiiey majr IMVO had of bis 
actual death, in ofiv to BttMr hia 
final escape.
